long as it swings. Naturally, this 
group ‘‘dug’’ modern jazz from 
the beginning and embraced it as 
theirs. This group centers around 
the lower income groups, minority 
race groups and the “‘weird’’ in- 
tellectuals. 
Free Existence 

Because of this group jazz be- 
came synonymous with the free 
type of existence that is presently 
associated with the Beatniks. 
Jazz then became a symbol of 
immorality, drugs, alcohol, etc., 
and most people were reluctant 
to associate with jazz except on 
an oceasional slumming. tour 

An attitude was formed about 
jazz which had many consequenc- 
es. Since jazz was relatively in- 
accessible not many people even 
it sounded like. It 
was rumored that jazz was loud, 
noisy and offensive to the ears. 
Also, every jazz musician was 
“hooked” on a variety of nar- 
cotics. These rumors prevailed 
until the 1950's when jazz started 
ereeping into some ‘good middle | 
class homes.” 


College Fans 


At this time college students, 
who are characteristically curious, | 
began listening to jazz. There are, 
many reasons for this: first, more , 
jazz recordings became available 
because record companies decid- 
ed that jazz might be profitable; , 
second, jazz coneerts appeared in. 
various settings and aroused much 
interest: third, many people such 
as Dave Brubeck attained national 
prominence through jazz: and fi- 
nally, I feel that jazz became a 
of a new generation's 
characteristic rejection of the old 
way of life 

Now jazz is fast becoming a 
fad ard to be included in ‘‘the 
group’’ one must like jazz. This 
attitude, while not a healthy one,

Jaz Suffers 

Let us hope that those who re 
tain their interest will be strong 
and numerous enough to keep jazz 
alive. Jazz suffers, as the other 
arts do ‘in economic terms), from 
a lack of effective demand. 

I fee|, and there are opposing 
views, that the economic support 
of jazz would tend to produce bet- 
ter music by attracting talented 
musicians who might otherwise 
be forced to work in some more 
lucrative field. 

Into the Daylight 

Also, by increasing its support 
it may be possible to move jazz 
further into the ‘“‘davlight’’ with 
more concerts, seminars and pos- 
sibly into the classroorns of high 
schools and colleges. By increas- 
ing the educational scope of jazz 
it will be possible to obtain better 
more discriminating 
listening public 

Jazz still is thriving in the off- 
beat clubs, but it is also moving 
into the mass medias of commu- 
nication: television, radio (listen 
locally to KSFM, 11 p.m.-2 a.m.) 
broadway shows (have you heard 
the sound track of The Nervous 
Set”), concerts, festivals and who 
knows what is to come. This is 
as it should be, I feel, for jazz
